There In a nnliiral tendency to resent Itnlj'Ji 
attitude. Granlod thnl the cnuntry Is In the 
curloufl pMlllon of hnvlnp been both enemy 
and co-bclllBcrent. But the Italian govern- 
ment seems to be remembering only the 20 
months of co-belllBcrency. rather than the 
S9 monthj ol active axis partnership In Hit- 
ler's war. 

Italy threatens to continue living Indell- 
nltcly under the present armistice if peace 
termn are not to her liking. This would be ex- 
tremely uncomfortable nnd embarrasalng to 
the United Stales, Popular sentiment here Is 
to get nx many men out of uniform as pos- 
sible. The army undoubtedly has arrived at Its 
estimate of manpower needs without taking 
Into account a long-term occupation of Italy. 
And the army Is having enough trouble get- 
ting its needed complement of peacetime 
troops aa It Is. 

But poislbly Italy's desire Is less to em- 
harraw w than to protect herself. Bo long 
U there la no peace treaty, there will be 
llzable force of American and British troops 
In Italy. And with Marshal Tito's army mil!' 
Ing around the frontier in menacingly large 
numbers, the presence of Anglo-American 
lorces would undoubtedly be welcome. 
It Is hard to guess what Russia's attitude 
■ will be to all this. On the surface, a stubborr 
, Italian refusal to give up Trieste to Yugo- 
, slavla might seem to be Just what would 
please the Kremlin least. Yet the line of Rus- 
sian policy and recent propaganda Indicate.! 
that such a circumstance might be adapted 
to Ruula'i advantage. 

The Kremlin has recently boasted to the 
Russian people of the size and might of their 
: imy. It has told them that fa.scism Is on 
the march In the west, and has hinted that 
the United States la making ■warlike gesture?, 
Bo the continued presence of American 
troopa In Italy would not only add grist to 
the propaganda mill, hut would give Russia 
r an excellent excuse to keep troops indefinitely 
In Yugoalavla and elsewhere In central 
Europe. 

There Is also the prospect of a "deal." Rus- 
sla wants to administer the trusteeship of 
Italy's colony of TrlpoUtanla. She also wants 
to see Trieste go to Yugoslavia. There Is aome 
. possibility that Russia might give In on one 
; demand for a free hand in the other. On the 
other hand, the western democracies, bclns 
; on Italy's side In the Trieste matter and ta- 
:. vorlng United Nations control of Italian 
colonies, have less to bargain with. 
Of course, there Is the question of the Vatl- 
: can, with ils Intense hatred of communism 
." and lt4 great Influence In Italy. This would 
■Bern to be the greatest etumbllng block In 
My gat-togothcr between Moscow and Rome. 
But there Is the precedent of the recent 
patch-up ol Russia's relations with Argentina 
to rule out the Impossibility of a similar ar- 
rangement with Italy. 

What will be the eventual result of Italy's 
lUnd on the peace treaty cannot be foretold. 
, But certainly It will neither Improve Inter- 
. national relations nor speed the final peace 
aattlement.
